IT’S open season in the annual referee 
hunt and the executive of the Olympic 
Airways National League is ready to 


get into the action. 


More and more 
clubs are complaining 
about refeering stan- 
dards in Australia’s 
premier competition 
and the NSL admits it 
is unhappy about the 
situation. 


Tony Labbozzetta, vice- 
chairman of the NSL, 
admits: “I am concerned 
that the standard of re- 
ferecing is sometimes 
wanting. 

“What worries me even 
more is that very few 
young referees are coming 
through to top grade. 

“This year, two good 
referees, Tim Davies and 
Peter Rampley, have re- 
tired and I don’t like to see 
such men lost to the code. 

“I haye spoken to Steve 


- Kamiasz (NSL chief execu- 


tive) about this and he will 
be sending memos to re- 
ferees’ organisations to 
arrange a meeting to try to 
solve the problem. 

“We had a meeting with 
the referees before the 
season started and it was a 
worthwhile exercise. 

“We cannot 
blame the refs for what is 
going on. Who would 
want to be a referee? It’s 
a thankless job. 

“When coaches tell 
their players to go out and 
chop a certain player, you 
can’t blame the referee. If 
we are to have clean Soc- 
cer the killer players will 
have to be curbed. 

“Tt is sad to see a player 
trying to cripple another- 
player. 

“Perhaps the time hs 
come for the more liberal 
use of the red card - even 
if it is for a first offence. 


entirely - 


“Players have become 
used to gettink the yellow 
card for a first offence, no 
matter how bad the foul. 

“If they knew they were 
in danger of being sent 
off, they might behave 
better. 


“T think we should give 
this a go. I am sure the 
referees would not show 
the red card frivolously. 


“What everyone in the 
game must realise is that 
spectators want to watch 
skilful football and real 
entertainment - they don’t 
enjoy seeing battles 
fought.” 


The NSL vice-chairman 
is talking sense. If the 
killer players are severely 
disciplined, referees will 
have a far better chance of 
doing their job properly.

But despite his 23 hour 
trip that left him drained 
of energy and sleep, John- 
ston displayed unyielding 
tenacity in meeting the 
huge press corp. Real 
Liverpool stuff. 

Johnston put energy, 
alertness, humour and in- 
telligence in all his 
answers to the questions 
that flooded in as photo- 
graphers fired a non-stop 
salvo of shots of the 
famed Australian Liver- 
pool player. 

Closely watched by his

THERE has been a steady influx of foreign players to 
the Olympic Airways National League this season. 
This could be a good or a bad thing. 


Tony Labbozzetta, vice-chairman of the League, is 
convinced the flow of foreign talent is of consider- 
able benefit to Australian Soccer, indeed in a recent 
interview, he described it as “a shot in the arm.” 

In the Northern Division alone, about 17 new faces 
have dropped in from overseas - with more to come. 

Wollongong has Saul Rivero and Leon Arcosa; 
Apia Leichhardt has Janusz Baran and Edward 
Lorens; Sydney Olympic has Mike Coady and Martyn 
Rogers; Sydney Croatia has Ante Rumora; St George 
has Stuart Porter; Newcastle has Paul Crabtree and 
John Cavanagh; Marconi has Adrian Janin and 
Osvaldo El Ali; Canterbury has Petar Zrilic and Burir 
Zaimi; Canberra has Augusto Palacios. 

Sorry if we've missed a few. In fact, it has been 
reported that 17 overseas players have already 
arrived to bolster the 12 Northern clubs. 

Some will, surely, brighten up the local Soccer 
scene. Others, we fear, will flop and be written off as 
bad invéstments. 


This inspires the question: “Does the National 
League really need to import so many players whose 
ability has not been demonstrated? 

Australia, traditionally, is a migrant country and we 
must be careful not to slam the door on footballers 
who wish to live and work in this country. 

Most of the imports this year, however, are 
anything but genuine migrants. 

They are mercenaries who come here to earn a 
dollar in a competition which many of them imagine is 
of such poor quality they are destined to be stars in 
their new environment. 


But much has happened in the past 30 to 40 years 
and Australian Soccer has improved enormously. 

If you don’t believe that, try comparing a couple of 
results. In 1951 at Sydney Cricket Ground an English 
touring team, well below top international standard, 
slaughtered Australia 17 - 0. in 1985, the best team 
Scotland could put on the field drew 0 - 0 with 
Australia at Olympic Park, Melbourne. 

In other words, we are no longer the mugs, the 
easy-beats, of world Soccer. 

That Is why ASW confidently predicts many of the 
imports who have come here this year will be 
struggling to justify their presence in the NSL. 

The danger is that, for every imported player 
claiming a first team place in a National League side, a 
local will be relegated to reserves. 

We have already seen what happened to the 
promising defender Alex Lampropoulos of Sydney 
Olympic. 


Coady and Rogers were flown in from England 

..-and Lampropoulos flew out on a tranfer to St 
George. 

Soccer in this country cannot afford to discard 
players such as Lampropoulos and the many others 
who will lose their first team spots to foreigners. 

The talent-seeking forays to Europe, South Amer- 
ica and the UK would make more sense if there was a 
desperate shortage of local talent here. There is not. 

Just the opposite, in fact. 

At no time in the history of Australian Soccer has 
there been such a wealth of young, local, talented 
players. 

It would be criminal if these keen boys had to 
spend most of their time sitting on the bench or 
playing in youth teams. 

Getting back to Tony Labbozzetta and his 
thoughts on this issue, we again quote the NSL vice- 
chairman: “There is no question at all that we are 
creating a higher standard of football and generating 
far greater public interest in Australia.” 

“No question,” Mr Labbozzetta? 

Sorry we cannot agree. 

If the many foreign players recently arrived on our 
shores reveal star quality in forthcoming months, 
ASW will admit it was wrong and the NSL vice- 
chairman was right. 

Somehow, we do not expect to make any apology 
on this score. 

At least it is good to know there are limits on the 
number of foreign players each club may field. 

Heaven protect us from the system which oper- 
ated in the bad old days when teams were permitted 
to pick 11 foreign players if it suited them. 

That was the greatest possible betrayal of local 
Australian Soccer talent imaginabie. 

It must never be allowed to happen again.

THE WIMBLEDON 


STORY IS SO 


UNBELIEVABLE 


—— Says MIKE JOHNSON, who once played for this Cinderella club. —— 


UNBELIEVABLE! It is a grossly over- 
used word today, but there is no other 
to describe Wimbledon’s promotion to 
the English first division. 


This little club situ- 
ated in an exclusive 
suburb of London, 
over the past several 
years has climbed out 
of its minor league 
status into the fourth 
division, into the third, 
second and next sea- 
son will mix with 
Arsenal, Manchester 
United, Liverpool and 
Everton. 

Unbelievable. 

In 1969 I returned to 
England from Australia to 
take the English Football 
Association coaching 
courses. 

My wife and I stayed in 
Wimbledon and during 
that period I played for 
Wimbledon. 

Wimbledon, at that 
time was made up of part- 
time players, much the 
same as in Australia, and 
they played in the South- 
ern League for part-time 
clubs. 

Crowds were about 
1000. 

Wimbledon remained 
in the Southern League for 
many years after I re- 
turned to Australia, but 
then was admitted to the 


fourth division. 

Its fairy-tale rise began 
from there. 

The crowds have grown 
to 4000. Most of the play- 
ers are now full-time, but 
that is about the extent of 
the change from my time 
there. 

The small stadium still 
stands, dwarfed by 
Craven Cottage, home of 
Fulham and Stamford 
Bridge, Chelsea’s ground, 
its nearest neighbours. 

Can Wimbledon do 
what its fore-runner, Ox- 
ford City, did — survive 
in the first division? 


Oxford also once was a 
non-league club which 
worked its way through 
the leagues to join the first 
division this season. 

It won the Milk Cup 
final at Wembley with an 
excellent performance 
against QPR. 

Oxford will now have 
great difficulty holding on 
to its players and the dan- 
ger it that it will tumble 
back down the leagues, 
just as quickly as it 
climbed up them. 

Such was the fate of 
another high flying min- 
now Swansea City, which 
had its wings scorched in 
the Ist division and quick- 
ly fell back to where it 


had come from. 

So there are precedents 
for the Wimbledon story. 

However, it is unique in 
that it is such a small club 
representing a small sub- 
urb of London. 

Oxford and Swansea 
were representing cities. 

Club spirit, friendship, 
a good manager, deeply 
committed and skilful 
players have to be the 
ingredients which allowed 
the Wimbledon story to 
happen. 


Also, the English re- 
legation and promotion 
system played its part. 

Three go up and three 
go down in each of the 
four divisions of the Foot- 
ball League. 


A small club can often 
finish third where it 
would never to be able to 
finish first. Such was the 
case this year when Wimb- 
ledon finished third be- 
hind Norwich and Charl- 
ton Athletic. 


This promotion and re- 
legation system is some- 
thing that our administra- 
tors could look at for our 
own Soccer. 

Here we usually rele- 
gate and promote only one 
team. 


This is what has caused 
the great upheaval at 
National League level 
which is sending its shock 
waves into the State 
Leagues. 

When the National 
League began in 1977, the 


big concern with teams 
such as Canberra, New- 
castle, Brisbane, Adelaide 
and Wollongong was that 
if they were relegated the 
National League would no 
longer be truly representa- 
tive of Eastern Australia. 
So they were protected. 

This has caused an over- 
loading of teams. 

If we had relegation 
and promotion for three 
teams at State League and 
National League level, 
they would not require 
protection. 

All would be given am- 
ple chance to regain their 
status. 

The fact is in England, 
just as here, the main 
honours at the top league 
level go a coterie of seve- 
tal power teams. 

Teams whose power is 
based on money — such as 
the big Merseyside and 
London clubs in England 
and the big Melbourne 
and Sydney clubs here. 

Usually the movement 
up and down in the top 
league occurs to the lesser 
lights. 

But it is important that 
these lesser lights have 
opportunity to move and 
aspire upward. 

Aspiration tingles the 
blood of living things. We 
must be allowed to move 
forward and grow. 

To stand still brings 
stagnation and death. 

With stagnation there 
can be no Wimbledon 
fairy-tale. There can be no 
search for the cup of suc- 
cess at the end of the 
rainbow.

LIKE most Soccer fans, | am an avid follower 
of SBS television’s superb World Soccer pro- 
gramme presented by Les Murray at 6pm on 


Saturdays. 


I was more than in- 
terested in a recent pro- 
gramme which featured 
the Iraq-Syria match, the 
winner (Iraq) qualifying 
for the Mexico World 
Cup finals. 

The interest stemmed 
from whether Iraq is a 
more deserving finalist 
than the Socceroos. 

And the answer to that 
is a very simple “no.” 

The Socceroos would 
have beaten Iraq and on 
past performances Canada 
and South Korea (a coun- 
try which has still to beat 
Australia at senior level) 
and possibly some of the 
other finalists. 


Iraq, 1986 vintage, were 
little. better that the side 
which the 1974 Socceroos 
bundled out of that World 
Cup although admittedly 
those matches were played 
in Australia. 

And the Iraqis were not 
a better side than the 
Tranians which the 1974 
Socceroos also beat on 
their way to West 
Germany. 


If our current Socceroos 
would have beaten Iraq 


then they would have had ~ 


little trouble with the 
Syrian team which rates as 
the second best in the 
Middle East region.

IT’s some measure of 
Northern Ireland’s in- 
ternational stature that 
nobody was at all sur- 
prised to hear that the 
dazzling Danes had 
come close to losing at 
Windsor Park, Belfast 
last month, 

Deadly Denmark, in 
fact, trailed the Irish until 
late in the game when they 
scraped in for a draw in 
the World Cup warm-up. 


The Irish team is made 
up of experience and will- 
to-win. 


Seasoned campaigners 
such as 40-year-old 


_goalkeeper Pat Jennings, 


skipper Sammy Mcllroy, 
Jimmy Nicholl, John 
McClelland, Mal 
Donaghy, John O'Neill, 
David McCreery, Gerry 
Armstrong and Norman 
Whiteside are some of the 
cast-iron fixtures in the 
Trish squad. 


It’s no secret that 
Northern Ireland are poss- 
ibly the hardest team in 
the world to beat. The 
priceless experience of 
keeper Pat Jennings and 
his fear of failure are a 
couple of the reasons for 
their combination being so 
formidable. 


If anyone sees this as an 
overstatment, then just 
have a look at the results 
from the Irish of late. 


With the astonishing 
Jennings in goal, holder of 
a world record 116 caps, 
the Irish had gone six 
games , five on foreign 
soil, without conceding a 
goal. 

Denmark became the 
first side to score against 
them in a long while when 
they drew and following 
that, Ireland defeated fel- 
low World Cup qualifiers 
Morocco, 2-1. 

Qualification for Mex- 
ico completed a remark- 
able and memorable hat- 
trick for manager Billy 
Bingham. 

For on each of the three 
occasions that Northern 
Ireland have qualified for 
a finals series he has been 
involved.

In 1958 he was right 
wing in the side which

SCOTLAND were hit 
with their biggest 
bombshell last week 
when Kenny Daigish, 
Liverpool's double-win- 
ning player-manager, 
pulled out of the Scot- 
land World Cup squad. 

Dalglish gave Scots 
team manager Alex Fergu- 
son the news after a 
Specialist report on his 
injured knee. 

He picked up the injury 
a month ago and it flared 
again in the FA Cup Final 
against Everton. 

The verdict on the Mon- 
day after, following an 
X-ray, was “rest the knee 
for at least three weeks.” 

Scotland left on Thurs- 
day for altitude training in 
Santa Fe, California, and 
its first match is against 
Denmark on June 4. 

Dalglish said: “I never 
thought the injury was 
that bad. It’s the same 
knock which forced me to 
pull out of the game 
against England at 
Wembley.” 

A shattered Alex Fergu- 
son admitted: “This is a 
real blow. I will miss 
Kenny very much in Mex- 
ico, not just as a player, 
but as an influence.” 

Ferguson acted swiftly, 
calling up Barcelona strik- 
er “Steve Archibald as 
Dalglish’s replacement. 

Archibald was original- 
ly left out of the Mexican

QUEENSLAND coach Bruce Stowell has branded Alan Vesi’s NSW 
squad as “predictable.” 


But he also added: “It’s 
some side. Alan Vest will 
have trouble deciding 
which players to leave 
out.”

AUSTRALIAN Under 16 coach Bruce Stowell believes the Kodak Kids’ 
chances of qualifying for the next world titles have got off a bad start 
because the selection trials in Canberra where held on an artificial 


surface. 


Stowell and his co-coach 
Vic Dalgleish were faced 
with a difficult selection 
task at the national under 
15 championships because 
so many of the youngsters 
were unable to play their 
natural games on the Aus- 
tralian Institute of Sport’s 
poly grass. 

Only two of the nine 
days of matches at the 
titles were played on grass 
and according to Stowell 
the AIS refused any furth- 
er usage of the grass fields.

last year.

THE interstate clash between Queensland and 
New South Wales last year was billed as the 
75th between the two States. But recently 
unearthed records have shown the milestone 
was celebrated one year too early. 


This year’s clash at 
Perry Park on June 1 will 
in fact be the diamond 
jubilee. 

It is not surprising the 
error was made consider- 
ing many of the Queens- 
land Soccer Federation’s 
records were lost in the 
devastating floods of 1974 
which inundated Perry 
Park. But the latest statis- 
tics have been provided by 
Alan Fouche who has 
been recognised as having 
the most authorative re- 
cords on Queensland 
Soccer. 

According to Fouche’s 
records the first game be- 
tween the two States was 


held in Sydney in 1890 and 
was a 3-1 win to the 
Maroons, not a draw as 
many record books show. 

Fouche, who has studied 
old newspapers and pro- 
grammes to update his 
records, says the match 
was called off a few mi- 
nutes early because of a 
serious injury to a NSW 
player. 

But since that first 
clash, NSW has dominated 
the interstate series. 


Of the 74 matches play- 
ed, the Blues have won 47. 
Queensland has been 
successful in 19 while 
eight have been drawn. 


NSW has scored 258 
goals to Queensland's 144. 
As would be expected the 
Blues have the most im- 
pressive record when big- 
gest wins are compared. 
They beat the Maroons 
12-2 in Brisbane in 1933, 
10-0 at Bundamba in 1946 
and 11-2 in Sydney in 
1948. 

Queensland’s best were 
6-2 wins in Brisbane in 
1956 and in Newcastle the 
same year. In only five of 
the 74 matches has NSW 
failed to score, which is an 
ominous sign for Queens- 
land next weekend.

3-1 win to NSW and only 
now has it been realised 
that two more significant 
totals were achieved in 
that match, When Coal- 
stars’ Dave Wheeler equal- 
ised in the 56th minute last 
year, his effort was the 
400th goal scored in 
Queensland-NSW clashes. 
And when NSW netted its 
third goal against the 
Maroons it was the 150th 
they had put in the net in 
matches played in Queens- 
land.

Only 
man*to miss a penalty in 
world cup final, in 1982, 
although it did not stop 
him playing a_ terrific 
game. Ever present since 
late call as 20-year-old for 
1978 world cup. Famous 
ice-cool nerve slipped in 
February warm-up match 
with West Germany when 
he gave away a penalty 
and kicked an opponent.

PAOLO ROSSI (Italy) 
fairytale comeback in 
Spain four years ago after 
two year ban for involve- 
ment in Italian match- 
fixing scandal. Ended the 
tournament as the highest 
scorer, with six goals. 

DIEGO MARADONA 
(Argentine) most flam- 
boyant skills but never 
lived up to tag as new 
Pele. Kicked out of 1982 
World Cup and after con- 
troversial spell with Bar- 
celona became worlds 
most expensive footballer 
when he joined Napoli in 
Italy two years ago. Made 
his debut as 16-year-old in 
1977 but Cesar Luis 
Menotti decied he was too 
young for 1978 finals. 
Luckily for Menotti, 
Argentina won the cup. 
Contradictory reports ab- 
out extent of knee injury 
sustained when kicked by 
a fan in venezuela. Mo- 
ment of truth comes in 
Mexico. 

DANIEL PAS- 
SARELLA (Argentina) 
the worlds most redoubt- 
able defender. Also scorer 
of spectacular goals as he 
surges through from mid- 
field. Captained 1978 
champions and now set for 
his third World Cup but 
age, he is 32, does not 
appear to have diminished 


his competitiveness. Most 
experienced current natio- 
nal player.

(Bulgaria) banned after 
1985 Bulgarian Cup final 
brawl but hastily brought 
back when Bulgarians 
realised they could not do 
without this 23-year-old 
goalkeeper. One of the 
best in Europe. 

CHA BUM KUN 
(South Korea) has proved 
himself with eight years in 
West Germany, first with 
Eintracht Frankfurt and 
now Bayer Leverkausen. 
Seventeen goals this sea- 
son and due to return to 
Korea for Asian club 
champions Daewoo as his 
country’s highest-paid 


player. Will be 33 the 
week before finals get 
underway. 


HUGO SANCHEZ 
(Mexico) leading scorer in 
Spain for last two years, 
first with Atletico now 
with Real Madrid. His 22 
goals for Real helped 
them to Spanish title and 
also shared in UEFA Cup 
triumph. Now 27 he will 
be determined to make 
amends for 1978 finals in 
Argentina where he was 
completely anonymous. 

ERIC GERETS (Bel- 
gium) trusty 32-year-old 
right-back. Banned after

Twenty- 
year-old with 11 caps who 
is desperately keen to 
burst on to the world stage 
in Mexico.

ROMERO (Paraguay) 
1985 South American 
player of the year. Fluent 
skills attracted both New 
York Cosmos, when they 
were at their height, and 


current Brazilian club flu- 
minense. Four goals in 
qualifying matches for 
this explosive 27-year-old 
who could outshine Mara- 
dona. 

RAAD HAMMOUDI 
(Iraq) best Arab goalkeep- 
er, conceded nine goals in 
eight qualifying games — 
all played outside Iraq be- 
cause of war with Iran. At 
32 has won 94 caps for his 
country. Plays for police 
club, Al Chorta. 

MICHEL PLATINI 
(France) European player 
of the year three times in 
succession, dn unpre- 
cedented feat. Became 
millionaire when joined 
Juventus in 1982. Can be 
counted on for vital goals 
for either France or 
Juventus. Deadly at free- 
kicks and penalties. In- 
ternational debut came 10 
years ago. Squashed 
rumours about his future 
after Mexico, where he 
will be 31, by signing on 
for another year with 
Juventus. 

OLEG BLOKHIN 


(USSR) dashing left-winger © 


now feeling his age 
although scored marvel- 
lous goal for Dynamo 
Kiev when they thrashed 
Atletico in the European 
Cup winners cup final. 
After Ley Yashin, he is 
the only really well- 
known Soviet player. 
European player of the 
year in 1975 when Kiev 
also won the cup winners 
cup for the first time. Now 
33 and has 100 caps. 

TIBOR NYILASI 
(Hungary) sent off in 1978 
world cup against Argenti- 
na. Two head injuries 
threatened his career but 
midfield maestro turned 
decoy centre-forward has 
now scored 32 goals in 70 
internationals and at 31, 
fitness permitting after a 
back operation, is still a 
highly influential member 
of team. Hungarian 
captain. 

LAJOZ DETARI 
(Hungary) an old- 
fashioned wing-half with 
a change of pace and 
knack for scoring. Was 
leading scorer with 27 
goals as Honved wrapped 
up league title last month. 
An ever-present since 
making his debut against 
Switzerland in 1984. Fits 
perfectly into great 
Magyar tradition. Now23 
and has 16 caps. 

GRAEME SOUNESS 
(Scotland) aged 33, Scot- 
lands midfield man of 
iron and the first player to 
captain the side in two 
world cup finals. A player 
of world class status pre- 
paring for his third finals 
in an international career 
spanning 12 years and 52 
caps. Immensely gifted, 
but the man who will take

McAVENNIE (Scotland) 
picked up from St Mirren 
for 340,000 pounds and 
unknown outside Scotland 
last year, West Ham 26- 
year-old forced himself to 
Alex Ferguson’s notice 
with remarkable scoring 
feats. He netted 28 for the 
Hammers and scored on 
his Scottish debut against 
Australia in the world cup 
qualifying play-off.

Forty- 
two caps. 

PETER SHILTON 
(England) began his career 
as understudy in the 1966 
World Cup winning 
goalkeeper Gordon Banks 
at Leicester in 1965. Has 
since become England’s 
most capped goalkeeper, 
keeping 41 clean sheets in 
79 internationals. Age 36, 
Shilton moved from 
Leicester to Stoke, for a 
goalkeeping record fee of 
340,000 pounds in 1974, 
then on to Nottingham 
Forest and Southampton. 

BRYAN ROBSON 
(England) captain and mid- 
field inspiration who has 
scored 18 goal in 50 in- 
ternationals. Moved from 
West Bromwich Albion 
to Manchester United in a 
1.5 million transfer deal in 
1981 which made him En- 
gland’s most expensive 
player. England are 
praying the 29-year-old 
will survive recent shoul- 
der and hamstring injuries 
which have kept him out 
most of the season. 

PREBEN ELKJAER 


(Denmark) skill, strength 
and persistence have 
brought 32 goals in 53 
internationals. Helped 
Verona to first Italian title 
in 1985.
